BOISE - Gov. Cecil Andrus told the De- 
partment of Energy Monday it's of “grave 
concern" to leam there may be twice as 
much waste plutonium buried at the Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory as the de- 
partment h as publ i cl y csti m ated .- 

An Department of Energy spokesman 
said that a re-c'xuminfltion of records indi- 
cates there’s as tfltich as 2,787 pounds of 
the radioactive material at the complex. 


Previous estimates hud pegged the total ut 
808 pounds. 

“This matter, is of grave concern to me as 
governor, of the state of Idaho and to all 
ldahoahs," Andrus said. “This additional 
amount of plutonium is in a quantity suffi- 
cient to make over 70 Nagasaki-type 
bombs." 

In a letter to Energy Secretary Hazel 
O'Leary Monday, the governor said that’s 
more reason for the government to press 
ahead with cleanup and environmental 


restoration at the eastern Idaho nuclear re- 
search center. 

He urged the secretary to fend off any at- 
tempts by the Office of Management and 
Budget or anyone else to trim 1NEL 
cleanup funding. 

A Department of Energy spokesman said 
ifs nd secret that fur more plutonium is 
buried at 1NEL than early records indicat- 
ed. 

“Our current records indicate we already 
have 807 pounds of plutonium buried at the 


Radioactive Waste Management 'Com-. 

plex," spokesman John Walsh said. 

It’s from shipments from Rocky Flats 
plant just .outside Denver which previously 
produced components of nuclear weapons. 

A re-examination of records of ship- 
ments indicates there’s between 600 to 900. 
kilograms of plutonium more at INEL than, 
previous believed, Walsh, said. That’s 1,320 
to 1.980 pounds or a total that could be os; 
high as 2,787 pounds.

Clinton: Korean offer inadequate 


-? WASHINGTON (AP) — Preside 
' Ciinion and U.N. inspectors faulted 
North Korea’s offer to open nuclear 
sites to limited scrutiny Monday, 
declaring the offer inadequate la make 
-sure the Koreans were. not making 
bombs. 

Clinton called top advisers to the 
While House to discuss a next step and 
said he also wanted to discuss the mat- 
ter with South Korea and other allies in 
the urea before deciding onany action. 

Asked at a news conference about 
North Korea’s latest effort to defuse the 
situation, Clinton said he was encour- 
aged by indications "that they under- 
stood that wc needed to both start 
inspections and the dialogue again 
between the South and the North." 

But other comments by the president 
and an official-of the vU.N/s 
; International Atomic Energy Agency 
' were more negative. 

"Obviously wc arc not entirely salis- 
fied with the response of the North 


expressed reluctance to go into any 
detail before .talking with advisers and 
allies about the North Korean proposal 
that was presented to U.S. officials in 
New York last Friday. 

At IAEA headquarters in Vienna, 
AuslriuTspoTcesman'DavidKydstlid' 
North Korea was offering to permit 
unrestricted inspection of five of the 
seven nuclear sites at Yongbyon. 

But at the other two sites, which the 
IAEA and the United States consider to 
be the most important, the inspectors 
could only change batteries and film in 
monitoring cameras. They could not, 
Kyd said, check seals and’monitoring 
sensors. 

Kyd said the IAEA docs want to viiil 
the five sites because it has not inspect- 
ed them since last February but "they 
arc not at the heart of the program."

ing spent fuel laced with plutonium 
with bomb-making potential," and a 
facility that North Korea calls a chemi- 
cal laboratory but that the IAEA says is 
a reprocessing plant fur extracting plu- 
tonium from spent reactor fuel rods.
